Monetary questions are now in the forefront of politics 
in every country in the world. 

Because the management and manipulation of money has 
been the close preserve of a small group of bankers, the bank- 
ing system which these gentlemen dominate is under the | 
searchlight of political scrutiny. | 

Sooner or later the general public, whether they 
like it or not, will have to take sides on this question. 
For it affects our daily lives. 

When the Gold Standard was universal, when interna- | 
tional exchanges scarcely moved, and when a slight altera- | 
tion in the bank rate in London was an event, the banking 
system was scarcely mentioned in the programs of the poli- 
tica] parties. 


EARLY LABOR PROGRAMS 


I can remember well the early programs of the Labor | 
Party in this country. 
The emphasis was on industrial questions, wages, hours | 
of labor, provisions for the unemployed. 
It was only in the years after the war that the’ artisans | 
began to understand that a rise in the bank rate, which meant 
an increase in the interest of usury, meant the difference be- 
tween profit and loss in hundreds of businesses, and led di- | 
rectly to the throwing out of employment of thousands of | 
work-people. ‘ 
Today no political leader dare make an important 
pronouncement on policy without referring to the banks 
and the banking system either in defence or in criticism.

ONTARIO IS DOING IT 

Mr. McQuestion, minister of highways in 
the Government of Ontario, has announced 
that gasoline taxes and automobile license fees 
will be ear-marked for highway construction 
and maintainance, 

That will be unwelcome news for the Gov- 
ernment of Alberta, which has steadfastly re- 
fused to segregate these items of revenue and 
use them for road-making purposes. Unwel- 
come because this refusal had in it an element 
of unfairness, and if the Ontario Government 
can devote these funds exclusively to road 
purposes the Government of Alberta can do the 
same, 

Road-money has to come from some source. 
There is no source so appropriate as the 
pockets of those who use the roads and require 
them to be kept in good condition, and none 
that offers such large revenue with so little 
protest. 

Motorists will cheerfully dig up a good 
round license fee and a heavy tax on gasoline 
if they know the dollars they hand over will 
go to make good roads for them to drive on. 
They will not willingly pay high fees and 
gasoline taxes if the revenue is dumped into 
the general fund and spent in part for purposes 
which have no connection whatever with the 
service they require. 


A NECESSARY CONDITION 

When Mayor Davison of Calgary told the 
Provincial Government his city cannot continue 
the present contribution to unemployment 
relief and also meet its other obligations, he 
stated what is true of Edmonton and every 
other large centre of population in western 
Canada, and what seems to be true of the larger 
centres in eastern Canada also. 

The cities have not been doing this for sev- 
eral years past, and their prospects are gener- 
ally no better than they were a year ago. A 
deficit at the end of the year is now a regular 
and conspicuous feature in the 
of almost all, if not all, large c in Canada 
And where a de t occurs it that the 
cash revenue has fallen short of the expendi- 
ture, and that some part of relief chz 
other charges have been converted into debt 
upon which interest has to be paid.

PROMISES ARE “OUT” 

The fair-minded public are being asked to 
count it a virtue that Mr. Bennett is not con- 
tenting himself with merely making promises, 
but is putting through legislation to give effect 
to his “reform program.” 

No alarm need be felt on that score. The 
public are quite aware of the fact, and will give 
what measure of credit is due. The contrast 
between the unfulfilled promises of 1930 and 
the quick order legislation of 1935 is too strik- 
ing to go unnoticed. 

But the public may not fall in with the 
idea that this change of tactics on the part of 
the .promising Prime Minister is altogether 
voluntary. They have pretty strong reasons 
to suspect the contrary. 

Mr. Bennett has exhausted his credit. His 
political promissory notes are no longer nego- 
tiable for votes. The public know that, and so 
does the Premier. He bought power once on 
the deferred payment plan, but he can’t do it 
any more. He hasn't met the instalments. 

With all respect for his deep regard for the 
“sanctity” of contracts, Mr. Bennett is the worst 
defaulter in the country. He hasn't ended 
unemployment, as he promised to do. He hasn't 
blasted a way into any outside markets, as he 
promised to do. He hasn't “made the tariff 
fight” for anybody, except the privileged min- 
ority. And he isn’t doing any of these things 
by the reform program that is now being put 
through parliament. : 

Having squandered his credit, there was 
nothing for the Premier to hope for in trying 
to float another issue of promises. His only 
chance was a rush order lot of regulative legis- 
lation, in which unemployment insurance for 
certain selected classes against destitution in 
years to come is the big item. 

The man who hasn't any job, and the man 
whose wages have been cut to subsistence level, 
may or may not think this record of perform- 
ance is an improvement on the previous record 
of promises. But to tell them the Premier is 
doing it just because he loves them, and with- 
out any thought to the bankrupt condition of 
his promising account, is hokum.

I've been reading, “Germany Prepares for 
War,” by Prof. Ewald Banse, whom Hitler 
promoted to the Chair of Military Science at 
Brunswick Academy in recognition of his con- 
tribution to the war spirit of new Germany. 
It’s interesting enough to repeat: 
| Says Banse in his preface, 
“The internationalist is a 
bastard in blood and a eu- 
nuch in intellect... . The 
sword will come into its own 
again, and the pen, after 14 
years of exaggerated pres- 
tige will be put in its place. 
... Certainly the pen is good, 
but the sword is good too and 
often far better, and we want 
both to be equally honored 
among the German people. 
... The pen is good and the sword is good. But 
the sword is the older weapon, and it is the 
final, the ultimately decisive one—therefore let 
it have first place.”

The professor covers the world war from the 
point of statesmanship, physical geography, 
ecdnomics, communications, and racial psychol- 
ogies before discussing the lessons of the war 
from a Germanic viewpoint and the possibil- 
ities of successful future wars with Britain and 
her allies. 

Among the Germanic mistakes Prof. Banse 
includes that of respecting the neutrality of 
Holland, of underestimating Britain’s ability to 
raise an army and of carrying on unrestricted 
submarine warfare to a point where it brought 
United States into the war. 

It's always interesting to learn how others 
regard us. Before unfolding his plans to invade 
England simultaneously from the East coast and 
from Ireland, to lay waste the manufacturing 
zones in the midlands, in Lancashire and around 
Edinboro, Prof. Banse concedes that “Canada 
sent some first rate storm divisions to the 
front.” 

The education of the English boy, he says is 
unlike that of a German who seeks knowledge. 
The education of the English youth, he says, is 
directed “(a) to harden him, to give him a reso- 
lute, self confident character, and (b) to incor- 
porate the individual in the great British nation, 
Which God has chosen to rule the world. This 
produces an admirable type of humanity in so 
far as it combines free manhood with complete 
incorporation in the state and society, so that 
the government can reply on popular support 
in all questions of foreign policy.” 

But he adds, “There is one other highly 
significant trait which springs from the bed- 
rock of this character, namely, hypocrisy. Be- 
| hind a cold and self-controlled exterior the 
Englishman conceals a pretty ardent temper- 
ament, which tries to conceal its true nature. 
|... beneath a well-preserved exterior.” One 
recalls that Kipling observed the same thing 
in his “Et Donna Ferentes” when he warns the 
rash intruder, “But, oh beware of my country- 
man, when my countryman grows polite.” 


Says Banse of the English as soldiers: “The 
English nation. pursues its vital aims with bull- 
dog pertinacity and will never let its enemy go 
till it has laid him low; this it has usually suc- 
ceeded in doing from the Spanish Armada to 
Napoleon and on to VerSailles. The English 
individual soldier also shows the same steady, 
if slow determination. . . . The Englishman's 
type of heroism is passive rather than active; 
he remains calm in the face of danger, but he 
does not leap wildly into the f-uy; he prefers to 
get hold of the enemy's weak side carefully and 
then strike a smashing blow at it. On the other 
hand, it is not the English way to pursue an 
enemy to his last breath—by all means let him 
live on, providing he is not dangerous. The 
English people are very ready to shake hands 
with him, and perhaps to feel pity for him; but 
before that stage is reached they will stick at 
nothing, from slander to starvation, from bare 
| fists to tanks, they spare nothing and nobody 
| belonging to the enemy, neither combatants nor 
} women nor even children.” 
| The unfairness of Britain in using her navy 
for blockade purposes while she trained an 
army, disregarding Banse’s assertion that the 
war was intended to be brief and not protracted, 


especially anger the professor. Northcliffe is 
dead, so it won't hurt him to know that Banse 
describes him as, “A Jewish newspaper owner 
of German extraction.” That would have raised 
Northcliffe's Irish ire. 


After outlining his plans for the invasion 
and subjugation of England Banse observes: 

“It is very important to form some idea of 
how the English character may be expected to 
react to a hostile invasion. The nation will cer- 
tainly rush to arms as one man, and with heroic 
obstinacy let itself be mown down in front of 
the Ouse or the chalk and jurassic hills, before 
it is forced back step by step. But it is question- 
able whether the English could face starvation. 
Physically, they have been extremely pampered 
| for centuries, and would find it very hard to 
readjust themselves to real privation (such as 
they never experienced in the World War 
despite food cards), 

“Some of them, no doubt, would patriotic- 
ally endure even that... but others might 
throw up the game, which would have ceased 
to be one for them, sooner. 

“We confess that it gives us pleasure to med- 
itate on the destruction that must sooner or 
later overtake this proud and seemingly invinc- 
ible nation, and to think that this country, which 
was last conquered in 1066, will once more obey 
a foreign master or at any rate have to resign 
its rich colonial empire.” ( 

Apparently Professor Banse never intended 
that his book should be read by British eyes, 
for he ends the above rhapsody with the sen- 
tence, “The above sentences would appear 
monstrous, nay blasphemy, to every Englishman 
and Englishwoman in the world--if they ever 
saw them.” 

Cheerful blighter, isn't he? 

It will interest many Alberta readers to learn 
that a former University of Alberta student, 
Mr, Lovat Dickson, now a London publisher 
secured the English rights to Banse’s book an 
hour or so before Hitler banned it for public- 
ation outside Germany.

Good Mental Movies 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


We are so apt to consider disease as a 
definite thing which attacks us unaware, and 
to whose attacks we are always subject. 

Some of the words most common in our lan- 
guage are ailment, attack, seizure, infection, 
contagion, sickness, complaint, disorder and 
such words calling up word 
pictures of certain unpledsant 
conditions, which we identify 
by these words describing 
disease. 

Our directed thinking is 
done by a series of pictures 
in the mind brought out by 
words with which we are 
familiar. Speech is a series 
of emotional or imitative 
sounds which express pain, 
fear, anger, love, etc. 

Another kind of thinking is that which we 
do in our dreams, whether during sleep or in 
what can be called day-dreaming. Therefore, 
when we think of disease when we are talking 
or writing, our mind jumps from one word 
picture to another. When we sit and meditate, 
we imagine certain conditions with’ which we 
have been familiar. Such imaginative and 
emotional thinking makes us live over again 
experiences of either pleasure or pain. 


The memory aspect of the mind can only 
think with whatever material it has been given 
through conscious thinking. Thus we learn to 
think of disease as a certain thing we remem- 
ber under the name of apoplexy, fever, tuber- 
culosis, etc. In this way, we form the habit of 
classifying diseased states, and the more we 
talk and write about “attacks,” “strokes” and 
the like, the clearer our mental pictures of 
those unpleasant conditions become. 


As the sum total of our mental powers de- 
pends so largely upon our thinking in word 
pictures, is it not logical then to be careful in 
our selection of good words with which to direct 
the process of the mind into wholesome men- 
tal “movies?” Is it not wise to turn from im- 
ages of pain and tragedy to those of health 
and joy and in this simple way build up a 
wealth of good mental pictures which are not 
only pleasant to contemplate, but have the 
magic power to attract other thoughts of like 
nature? 


The physician has the most difficulty with 
the patient who uses the largest vocabulary in 
describing his symptoms. If this kind of pa- 
tient van be taught to avoid words and thoughts 
of sickness and be just as loquacious in the use 
of such words as vigorous, well, hardy, strong, 
etc., he is already on the road to health, and the 
Same mental power he used in describing and 
looking for disease is then used in an earnest 
search for good health. 


The lesson in this article is this: Learn to 
think in good word pictures and be diligent in 
your quest for all knowledge which will lead 
to living a healthful life. You will then have no 
time or inclination to think in terms of dis- 
ease, and such an expression as “I feel ill” will 
soon give way to “I'm fecling fine today,”

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mr. Hobart W. writes: “Your 
articles are very good and I enjoy them very 
much. What is the cause of abscessed kid- 
neys? What are the symptoms? How can the 
trouble be remedied?” 

ANSWER: Such kidney trouble sometimes 
develops simply because the kidneys are over- 
worked and are forced to eliminate poisons 
which should be thrown out through intestines. 
Another cause is the irritation of kidney stones. 
An abscessed kidney is always a serious trouble 
and each case must be properly diagnosed and 
treated accordingly. Don’t expect the trouble 
to cure itself until you remove the cause and 
use any medical treatment necessary. 

QUESTION; Mrs. R. S. D. asks: “What foods 
do you advise for keeping the blood pressure 
down?” 

ANSWER: There are no specific foods for 
sending the blood pressure either up or down. 
The only foods which I discovered which will 
affect the blood pressure in susceptible people 
are the starches and sugars which often pro- 
duce a rise in high blood pressure patients. 
However, in low blood pressure patients, they 
sometimes have an opposite effect. I have pre- 
pared an article on high blood pressure which 
I will gladly send to you if you will forward a 
large, self-addressed stamped envelope.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1900 Lieut. Gov- 
ernor McInnes of British Colum- 
bia dismissed the ministry of 
Hon, C. A. Semlin. Thereby hangs 


an interesting political tale. 

J. H. Turner had been premier 
from 1896 to 1898, but in the elec- 
tions of that year the result was 
Government, 17; Opposition 19, 
and deferred 3 (which eventually 
went to Turner). The Premier, 
like Mackenzie King in 1925 and 
J, G, Gardiner in Saskatchewan 
in 1929, decided to await “the 
voice of Parliament’ and sought 
to carry on, but the Lieutenant 
Governor thought otherwise, and 
after Turner had refused to re- 
sign, dismissed the ministry. Mc- 
Innes called on Robert Beaven, 
who failed to form a ministry, 
and then Charles A. Semlin was 
called and got together a cabinet 
with Joe Martin as his attorney 
general.

Careful reading of the press re ports featuring the speech of 
the Prime Minister in New York supposed to open a reciprocity 
era, shows that the honorable gentleman talked a lot but said 
nothings The most that can be gathered is a suggestion that 


should the United States offer anything pleasing to Canada it 
will be accepted. 


‘ The Prime Minister’s assurance that we will not be laggards 
In negotiating reciprocity brings to mind the fact that in 1911 a 
reciprocity agreement profitable to both nations, was submitted 
to the Canadian electors and defeated by the Conservative party. 


The great argument against it was the old British flag. You 
remember the pious admonition that, “Canada’s own soul is in 
pawn today.” You will also remember the solemn assurance 
that political union with the United States was absolutely cer- 
tain to be the result of more free trade relations; that we had 
to keep up our tariffs or be forced into political urlion with the 
United States. That was 24 years ago, and no Conservatvie has 
rite breathed anything but condemnation of reciprocity since 

lat time, 


Therefore it is only fair to ask the Prime Minister what 
Causes have induced him to put Canada’s own soul into pawn 
again, Also it is fair to ask him what became of the two train- 
loads of alleged sheep widely announced by Conservative papers 
in 1911 as having been brought from Kansas City to Toronto so 
as to be ready for sale at one-half the normal Canadian price 
as soon as the reciprocity bill passed. Nobody ever saw any of 
those sheep—and there is nothing to prevent them being brought 
back for the next election.

[{ » TWO POINT PROGRAM 
\ Their two-point program in ad- 
| ministration of the city of Montreal 
is: (1) immediate enforcement of 

’ substantial economies in adminis- 
tration of civic government at the 
city hall; (2) complete control of 
finances and expenses of the city by 
either the Quebec municipal com- 
mission, the Metropolitan commiss- 
ion of Montreal or some other com- 
petent authority having adequate 
powers. 
> FOR PRESENT CRISIS 

In an announcement the commit- 
tee said “the immediate purpose of 
the citizens’ committee, however, is 
to deal with the crisis which pre- 
sently faces the citizens and tax- 
payers, and to work not only for the 
balancing of the city’s budget, |
